SUCCULENT FEED FOR COWS

Dried Apple Pomace Does Not Cause
Decrease in Milk Flow Nor Yield
of Butterfat,

(Propared by the United States Departmasnt
of Agriculturs )

Dried or “evuporated” apple pomuce
s 4 succulent feed for the dairy cow
Is the subject of a preliminary report
from the bureau of chemlistry and an-
lwal Industry of the Unlted States De-
purtment of Agriculture basedl on an
experiment to determive the feeding
vaulue of dried-apple pomace, especial-
ly Its sultabllity as food for cows In
lactation. Prellmipary results are re-
ported because of a large number of
inquiries on the subject,

The text of the report follows:

It appenrs there I8 a bellef among
dalrymen that the dried product has
4 tendency to cut down the milk flow,
or even cuuse cows to go dry, although
apple pomace fresh from the clder
press ls generally recognized as belng
a good succulent feed for milk cows,
To test the soundnesgs of this bellef a
feeding trinl hus beep carrled out by
the department. Only one cow wis
used In this test, and the total quan-
tity of dried pomace fed was less than
400 pounds ; therefore It must be borne
In mind that the results obinined,
while Indleative, eannnot be accepted
ns conclusive,

In this feeding trial the dried-apple
pomace was féd wet and Its feeding
value compared with that of corn sl-
Inge, since It 18 intended to be a sue-
culent feed. The pomace was pre-
pareéd by adding to the dry materiai
three times Its welght of water sev.
ernl hours before feeding, thus pro-
ducing w feed similar Ip water con-
rent to that of corn sllpze,

For & period of 30 days the cow re-
celved g balance ration consisting of
graln, hay, and corn sllage, The si-
Inge was then repluced by the upple
pomace for a similar length of time,
following a ten-day transition period
for the change In diet, and after a llke
transition perlod at the end of 30 days
the origing]l ratlon contalming silage
was resumed and continued for a third
dday period.

The quantity fed—30 pounds of wet
pomace per doy—was such that the
total  dry matter In the pomace
equulled the weight of dry matier In
the silage replaced, The quantities of
graln and bhay fed remalned practicals
ly constant throughout the whole ex-
periment,

While the datn obrained are not
suficient to warrant the drawing of
finnl and definite conelugions, the indl-

Dried Applc Pomace Appears 10 Be Pal-
atable Feeding Material for Cows,

ecatlong are that no bad effects follow
the fesding of dreled-apple pombce,
There was no decrease ln the mllk
flow nor in the yleld of butterfat,

When fed as desceribed the dried
pomace appeared to be equul, pound
for pound of dry matter, to good corn
Allnge us . succulent food for this
dairy cow. Uwing to the property
which It possesses of absorbing lnrge
quantities of water and swelling, it
should never be fed dry, but should
be allowed to soak ln water for an
hour or so before feeding, The
pomace nppears to be a palatable feed-
ing stuff,

Cautlion is advised In feeding dried
apple pomuace, as there I8 n possibility
thiut the feading of Iarge quantities, or
of quuntities containing excessive
amounts of apple seeds, might prove
Injurious. It appears to be safe, how-
ever, o feed as much soanked pomace
by welght (one part dried pomace to
three parts water) as It would be to
feed the same amount of pomace fresh
from the clder press,
